The application has been amended as follows: 

2. In claim 1 , line 8, the words [propellant region] have been replaced with the 
following language: 

forwardlv disposed propellant region: wherein the vent assembly channels plasma into 
said forwardlv disposed propellant region . 

3. In claim 6, line 14, the words, forwardlv disposed have been inserted before 
"propellant". 

4. In claim 17, line 14, the following language has been inserted after "cathode": 

. wherein said anode and said cathode are aligned along a single planar depth that is 
substantially transverse to the central axis .
